Two land sales agreements have set 
the stage for further expansion of the 
Jewell Industrial Park in South 
Wilmington, 

The Harwick Chemical Company of 
Akron, Ohio and Cambridge, Mass. 
has agreed to buy a two and three- 
quarter acre parcel on Jewell Drive. 
The land is now owned by the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Authori- 
ty. The Jewell Manufacturing Com- 
pany, headed by William Myers of 
Wilton Drive, is the developer. 

Harwick will build a warehouse on 
the property, a building of 10,000 
square feet, said to have a projected 
value of $400,000. February 1 has been

The JBF Scientific Company, 
already located on Jewell Drive, has 
agreed to buy two additional acres of 
land for future development. JBF isa 
research firm which, among its other 
activities, manufactures skimming 
devices to clean up oil spills. 

Harwick is the third company to 
locate in the industrial park, which is 
located off Eames Street. The land 
involved had been broken up by land 
speculators many years ago. The 
Wilmington Redevelopment Authority 
took charge, cleared the title to the 
land, and assembled it into usable in- 
dustrial parcels.

New restaurant rises 
on site of old diner

“It has always been a dream of 
mine to own a restaurant,’ said Jim 
Campbell, the owner of Campbell's, a 
new restaurant being built on Main 
Street on the site of the old 
Wilmington Diner. 

The restaurant, which is expected 
to open for business on October 1, will 
specialize in ice cream and fried 
foods. It will feature booth service, a 
take-out window, and, during the 
summer months, a patio and picnic 
tables. 

An attractive place, it is built in the 
style of a Swiss chalet with overhang- 
ing roof,,Campbell's own design. It is 
being constructed by Residential 
Builders, a local concern owned by 
Mark Roueche, Dave Hayden, and 
Steve Newman. 

Campbell explained that he decided 
to purchase the diner property after 
first inquiring into leasing existing 
facilities and finding high rents to be 
prohibitive. He said he felt it would 
be better to build his own place and 
make an investment in the future. 

The Wilmington Diner which once 
stood on the property was a landmark 
with a long and varied history in the 
town. 

In 1941, at the height of the heyday 
for diners, Frank Carter and his wife 
moved to Wilmington from Medford. 
There, three years earlier, they had 
been neighbors of another Wilmington 
restaurateur, Rocco DePasquale, Sr. 

The restaurant business must have 
been a lucrative one in town at the 
time, for the Carters opened the 


Wilmington Diner and ran it 
successfully for 25 years. 

Upon their retirement in 1956, the 
diner was sold to John and Irene Parr. 

John, a big, burly man, and Irene 
gave the diner a homey touch. 

Wilmington resident Tony 
Albowicz, who worked there for 
several years has said that Irene knew 
some of the customers’ preferences 
so well she would have their breakfast 
‘on the counter when they walked in 
the door. 

Albowicz, who is now a chef at the 
129 Restaurant in the East Gate Shop- 
ping Center, seems to have come by 
his culinary talents naturally. His 
father was a chef who’ cooked for 
years for Tom Yawkey, the late 
owner of the Boston Red Sox. Tony's 
sister Judy also worked at the 
Wilmington Diner for some years. 

In 1967, the Parrs sold the diner to 
Theodore Veves who ran it for a short 
while before once again putting it on 
the market. 

Somewhere about 1971 or 72 the 
diner was owned by Leo LeBlanc, a 
former train conductor and constable. 

The last owner of the diner was 
Michael S. Avratin of Boston. He 
purchased the diner some tinfie during 
1972 along with another piece of 
Wilmington property, Ricky's Dog 
House, which he renamed the Wagon 
Wheels. The diner, he called the 
Wedgewood Diner and he ran it for a 
period of about three years until a fire 
closed the doors for the last time in 
1975. 


If there were to be a quiet election, 
certainly it would be one held in 
August with only one name on the 
ballot.

Other people 
feel that he is not a proper candidate, 
having lost the primary. And no small 
mumber of people are still scratching 
their heads, trying to figure out 
what's going on. 

‘The campaign has had its share of 
shenasiigans. One man’s car had the 
windows broken out of it while it was 
parked in Wilmington Square with 
Miceli signs on it. The roof sign was 
also stolen. Another car had a can of 
paint splashed on it, in a separate inci- 
dent. 


The appearance of somd tank 
trailers painted with Cain's name 
have reminded some people of the 
campaign in which Cain's father, the 
late Fred F. Cain, bought a fleet of 
milk trucks and had them painted 


with political signs. He then had his 
supporters park them in prominent 
places around town. 

Deleted material in Miceli’s adver- 
tisement last week'in the Town Crier 
added to the confusion. The names of 
four very prominent endorsements 
were left out. Congressman Paul 
Tsongas, Speaker Thomas McGee, 
Rep. Phil Shea of Lowell and Rep. 
Robert Vigneau of Burlington have all 
endorsed Miceli. Their names were in 
the advertisement when it was made 
up, but they had been removed before 
it was printed

Ask the umpire 


Baseball’s balk rule 


by Dave Magee 

‘The balk rule in baseball is probably 
the least understood and most widely 
abused rule in the book. Very few um- 
Pires have watched a full baseball 
game without some player, coach, or 
spectator yelling for a balk to be call- 
ed on the pitcher. Conversely, 
whenever a balk is called by an um- 
pire, the same player, coach, or spec- 
tator never knows why it was called. 
Let's evaluate the balk. 

It is always helpful to know why a 
rule is put into the book. Every rule 
was written because some player or 
coach found a loophole in the rules and 
gained an unfair advantage. The balk 
rule is designed to protect the base 
runner from trickery by the pitcher 
which would give the pitcher an unfair 
advantage. Three important points to 
remember regarding a balk are: 1) 
there can only be a balk with-one or 
more runners on base; 2) each runner 
is entitled to advance one base on a 
balk; 3) the batter is not awarded first 
base on a balk. 

There are 13 different ways 
(described in the rule book) that a 
pitcher can balk. The most obvious 
are the fakes or attempts to pitch to 
the plate or to throw to first base - and 
not completing the pitch or the throw. 
Any natural pitching motion must be 
made while on the rubber. Acciden- 
tally or intentionally dropping teh ball 
while touching the rubber or pitching 
when the catcher (during an inten- 
tional walk) is not in the box are 
balks. Pitching from the set position 
without coming to a stop is also a 
balk. (the interpretation used for a 
“stop” is that a change of direction 
with the arms and hands cannot be 
made without a stop and is therefore 
classified as a stop for the benefit of 
this rule). 

One instance always gives the left 
handed pitchers the advantage and the 
umpire headaches when a lefty is 
pitching, the pitcher must step direct- 


ly toward the base before throwing to 
the base. This is difficult to judge if 
the lefty pitcher has stepped toward 
first oe home plate when be has 
thrown to first base. Normally the 
umpire will mentally draw a lime from 
the rubber to halfway between home 
plate and first base. 

If the pitcher has stepped to the 
first base side of the line then he has 
stepped toward the base. Last year in
